Alloivable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,3-8,10-24,26,28-32,35-42,44 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art taken singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the limitations 
of the independent claims, in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be proper. 

In regard to independent claims 1, 15, 37 and 42 the prior art, taken either singly or in 
combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest determining "whether additional scanning is required 
based on ... an estimated width of the first traverse section and an estimated width of the second traverse 
section"; recited together in combination with the totality of particular features/limitations recited 
therein. Prior art used in previous rejection teaches using additional scanning to determine an 
orientation, but fails to obviate basing that scanning on widths acquired or estimated. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment of 
the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.
